Delhi Minorities Commission (DMC) is pleased to bring out this 
small book as part of its ongoing awareness drive about the role, 
function and mandate of the DMC as well as about various welfare 
schemes launched by the Central and state governments for the 
recognised religious minorities (Muslims, Sikhs, Christians, Jains, 
Buddhists and Parsis). 

In addition to their share in general welfare schemes, the 
minorities are also entitled to certain special facilities designed to 
uplift them socially, economically and educationally to be at par 
with the mainstream.

Dates of 
opening and closing of various schemes are also found on these 
websites and published in the media from time to time. 

DMC’s role and mandate is limited to the area of the National 
Capital Territory of Delhi but it covers much more in terms of 
protection of the rights of minorities and ensuring their inclusion in 
all welfare schemes. Central as well as state. 

DMC also takes care to intervene with government and other 
departments and organisations on collective or individual issues 
faced by minorities. It takes suo motu notice of problems and 
conducts research and studies about issues concerning minorities. It 
also collects information and details about the position and 
representation of minorities in society and various government 
departments. This information is published through media as well 
as in the annual reports and special studies brought out by the 
DMC from time to time. 

We invite all minorities in the NCT of Delhi to approach DMC 
for both individual as well as collective problems faced by them. 
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We are committed to serve the minorities within the terms of 
DMC’s Act. Anyone having a problem is welcome to approach us 
personally, by post or email.

Delhi Minorities Commission 


Delhi Minorities Commission was established by the Government 
of NCT of Delhi in 2000 after the passage of the Delhi Minorities 
Commission Act 1999 (http;//www.delhi.gov.in/wps/wcm/connect/ 
doit_dmc/DMC/Home/DMC+Act) to safeguard the rights and 
interests of the minority communities in the NCT of Delhi and for 
matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Minority Community means a community notified as such by 
the Central Government as per the provisions of the National 
Commission for Minorities Act 1992. Muslim, Sikh, Christian, 
Parsi, Buddhist and Jain communities are declared as minority 
communities in the NCT of Delhi. According to the DMC Act, its 
functions and powers are as follows: 

Functions and Powers of the Commission 

(1) The Commission shall perform all or any of the following 

functions: 

(a) examine the working of various safeguards provided in 
the Constitution of India or laws enacted by Parliament 
and the laws passed by the Legislative Assembly of Delhi 
for the protection of the Minority Communities, and to 
make recommendations to ensure their effective 
implementation; 

(b) monitor the implementation of the policies and schemes 
of the government for the welfare of Minority 
communities; 

(c) conduct studies, research and analysis in order to make 
recommendations to promote the socio-economic uplift 
of the Minority Communities and facilitate their 
optimum participation nation-building; 

(d) Cause studies to be undertaken into problems arising out 
of any discrimination against Minority Communities and 
recommend measures for their solutions; 

(e) hold seminars, debates and discussions on problems 
affecting the Minority Communities of Delhi to raise 
public awareness; 
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(f) Assess the representation of Minority Communities in 
the services of the government, semi-Government bodies 
and govt. Undertakings, Municipal Corporation of 
Delhi, Delhi Development Authority, New Delhi 
Municipal Council, other local authorities and in case of 
inadequate representation, to recommended remedial 
measures; 

(g) make recommendations for ensuring, maintaining and 
promoting communal harmony in Delhi; 

(h) look into specific complaints regarding the deprivation 
of the rights and safeguards of the Minority communities 
and to take up such matters with the appropriate 
authorities for necessary action; 

(i) serve as a Clearing House for information in respect of 
the Minority Communities in Delhi; 

(j) deal with any other matter pertaining to the welfare of 
the Minority communities which may be referred to it by 
the Government. 

Annual Report 

The Commission shall prepare every year an Annual Report giving 
a true and full account of its activities during the year, along with 
its recommendations, and copies thereof shall be forwarded to the 
Government. The government shall without delay cause the same 
to be laid before the House of the Legislative Assembly of Delhi 
along with a report setting out the action taken, or proposed to be 
taken, on the recommendations and the reasons for non- 
acceptance, of such recommendations. 

Special Report 

The Gommission may submit to the Government special report on 
any matter or public importance pertaining to the interest of the 
Minority Communities. 


Right to be heard 

In case of non-acceptance of any recommendation, the 
Commission shall have the right to be heard by the Minister-in- 
charge. 
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Quasi-judicial powers 

The Commission shall have, in carrying out its functions, the 
powers of a Civil Court trying a suit and, in particular, in respect 
of the following matters, namely: 

1. summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and 

examining him on oath; 

2. requiring the discovery and production of any document; 

3. receiving evidence on affidavits; 

4. requisitioning any public or institutional record, or copy 

thereof, from any office or institution of the government. 

Power to utilize services of agencies 

The Commission may, for the purposes of conducting any 
examination under this Act, utilize the services of any agency of the 
government with the prior approval of the government. 

Grievances Redressal Mechanism 

1. DMC is a redressal forum for grievances received from 
people of minority communities. 

2. An individual can file a complaint either online or in person 
or by post against any deprivation & discrimination on 
grounds of religion of the minority community. The 
Commission calls for a report from the concerned 
Department or Agency on the complaint. The report is 
examined in the Commission vis-a-vis facts given in the 
complaint. If required, the complainant is asked to send 
some fresh facts or file a rejoinder keeping in view the 
report of the Department/Agency. Wherever it is felt to take 
up hearing of the case, both the parties are called before the 
Commission to present their views and counter views, and 
based on the same the Commission takes its decision. 
Wherever required, the concerned Department/Agency is 
given appropriate directions to resolve the 
grievance/Zcomplaint of the petition/complainant in a time 
bound manner. However, whenever and at whatever stage, 
the Commissions feels that no further intervention is 
required, the case is closed. The ultimate objective remains 
to resolve the grievance/complaint of the 
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petition/complainant to the maximum satisfaction of the 
petitioner/complainant. 

3. The complaints received from persons other than those 
belonging to minority communities or anonymous 
complaints or against matters which are sub-judice, are not 
entertained. 

4. As a redressal forum, it is a quasi-judicial body having all 
the powers of a civil court to the extent of enforcing 
attendance of witnesses and summoning records, recording 
evidence on oath, while trying a suit.

The current commission took charge on 20 July, 2017 for a three- 
year term. It consists of Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan, chairman, Kartar 
Singh Kochhar and Anastasia Gill, members. Their profiles are as 
follows: 


Dr. ZAFARUL-ISLAM KHAN, Chairman, 
is a senior journalist, scholar and author of 
over 50 books in English, Urdu and Arabic. 
He studied in India, Egypt and UK. He 
worked in Egypt, Libya and UK. He was the 
Chief Editor of The Milli Gazette from its 
inception in January 2000 to December 
2016. He was President for three terms of 
the All India Muslim Majlis-e-Mushawarat 
(AIMMM), the umbrella body of Indian Muslim organizations. He 
is Chairman of Charity Alliance which is doing charitable work 
among some of the most disadvantaged people in places like 
Murshidabad and Muzaffarnagar. He has attended dozens of 
conferences across the world and has delivered keynote addresses 
in many Indian and foreign universities. He organized a number of 
international conferences in London and Delhi including the 
International Dialogue between Islam & Oriental Religions in 
Eebruary 2010 at Delhi which was inaugurated by Hon’ble Vice- 
President Mr. Hamid Ansari. Dr. Khan frequently appears on top 
Indian and foreign TV channels on issues related to the 
Subcontinent and the Muslim World. He was appointed as the 
Chairman of Delhi Minorities Commission on 15th July 2017 for a 
three year term.

Study of Problems and status of Muslim graveyards in Delhi 

It is an exhaustive study on the subject in 96 A4 pages. It has been 
completed on behalf of the DMC and will be published soon. It 
highlights that out of Delhi Waqf Board’s 624 registered 
graveyards, only 131 are left intact today and even out of these, 
there is litigation about 16 graveyards, hence they are not 
functional. Moreover, there have been encroachments in 43 of the 
existing graveyards. Land of the lost graveyards has been grabbed 
by government agencies as well as by the public including Muslims. 
The study warns that at the current rate of usage, there will be no 
space left for burial in Delhi graveyards after only two years. The 
study suggests a number of measures to tackle this situation 
including use of kaccha graves allowing for reburial in the same 
space after a few years. 

Status & Problems of Christian Cemeteries in Delhi 

It is a full-fledged study based on ground research about the 
current condition of Christian burial grounds in the NCT of Delhi. 
The study finds that there are 13 Christian burial grounds in Delhi 
out of which seven are open or functional at present for fresh 
burials. It shows that there is an acute shortage of burial space for 
the Christians of Delhi. Seven areas of Christian concentration in 
Delhi do not have any cemeteries. The study also covers burial 
practices in some other countries and offers a number of 
suggestions to solve the acute land problem faced by the existing 
burial grounds. Suggestions include installation of cell-like 
structures inside cemeteries, underground construction of graves, 
vertical burial and opening of some cemeteries which are closed 
now and use of new eco-friendly techniques including re-burial in 
old graves. This study will be published by DMC soon.

CENTRAL AND STATE GOVERNMENTS’ 
PROGRAMMES EOR MINORITIES 

Prime Minister's 15-Point Programme 

Prime Minister’s New 15-Point Programme for Welfare of 
Minorities aims at 

(A) ENHANCING OPPORTUNITIES EOR EDUCATION 
(1) Equitable availability of ICDS Services: 

The integrated Child Development Services (ICDS) Scheme is 
aimed at holistic development of children and pregnant/lactating 
mothers from disadvantaged section, by providing services through 
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Anganwadi Centres such as supplementary nutrition, 
immunization, health check-up, referral services, pre-school and 
non-formal education. A certain percentage of the ICDS projects 
and Anganwadi Centres will be located in blocks/villages with a 
substantial population of minority communities to ensure that he 
benefits of the scheme are equitable available to such communities 
also. 

(2) Improving access to School Education 

Under the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan, the Kasturba Gandhi Balika 
Vidyalaya Scheme, and other similar Government schemes, it will 
be ensured that a certain percentage of such school are located in 
villages/localities having a substantial population of minority 
communities 

(3) Greater resources for teaching Urdu 

Central assistance will be provided for recruitment and posting of 
Urdu language teachers in primary and upper primary schools that 
serve a population in which at least one-fourth belong to that 
language group. 

(4) Modernizing Madarsa Education 

The Central Plan Scheme of Area Intensive and Madarsa 
Modernization Programm provides basis educational 
infrastructure in areas of concentration of educationally backward 
minorities and resources for the modernization of Madarsa 
education. Keeping in view of importance of addressing this need, 
this programme will be substantially strengthened and 
implemented effectively. 

(5) Scholarships for meritorious students from minority 
communities 

Schemes for pre-matric and post-matric scholarships for students 
from minority communities will be formulated and implemented. 

(6) Improving educational infrastructure through the Maulana 
Azad Education Eoundation. 

The Government shall provide all possible assistance to Maulana 
Azad Educaion Eoundation (MAEE) to strengthen and enable it to 
expand its activities more effectively. (For more on MAEF, please 
see below). 
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(B) EQUITABLE SHARE IN ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES AND 
EMPLOYMENT 

(7) Self-Employment and Wage Employment for the poor 

The Swarnjayanti Gram Swarojgar Yojna (SGSY), the primary 
self-employment programme for rural areas, has the objective fo 
bringing assisted poor rural families above the poverty line by 
providing them income generating assets through a mix of bank 
credit and Governmental subsidy. A certain percentage of the 
physical and financial targets under the SGSY will be earmarked 
for beneficiaries belonging to the minority communities living 
below the poverty line in rural areas. 

The Swarnjayanti Shahary Rohgar Yojna (SSRY) consists of 
two major components namely, the Urban Self-Employment 
Programme (USEP) and the Urban Wage Employment Programme 
(UWEP). A certain percentage of the physical and financial targets 
under USEP and UWEP will be earmarked to benefit people below 
the poverty line from the minority communities. 

The Sampurna Grameen Rozgar Yojna (SGRY) is aimed at 
providing additional wage employment in rural areas alongside the 
creation of durable community, social and economic 
infrastructure. Since the National Rural Employment Guarantee 
Programme (NREGP) has been launched in 200 districts, and 
SGRY has been merged with NREGP in these districts, in the 
remaining districts, a certain percentage of the allocation under 
SGRY will be earmarked for beneficiaries belonging to the 
minority communities living below the poverty line till these 
districts are taken up under NREGP. Simultaneously, a certain 
percentage of the allocation will be earmarked for the creation of 
infrastructure in such villages, which have a substantial population 
of minorities. 

(8) Upgradation of skill through technical training 

A very large proportion of the population of minority communities 
is engaged in low-level technical work or earns its living as 
handicraftsmen. Provision of technical training to such people 
would upgrade their skills and earning capability. Therefore, a 
certain proportion of all new ITIs will be located in areas 
predominantly inhabited by minority communities and a 
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proportion of existing it is to be upgraded to ‘Centres of 
Excellence’ will be selected on the same basis. 

(9) Enhanced credit support for economic activities 

The National Minorities Development & Einance Corporation 
(NMDEC) was set up in 1994 with the objective of promoting 
economic development activities among the minority communities. 
The Government is committed to strengthen the NMDEC by 
providing it greater equity support to enable it to fully achieve its 
objective. 

Bank credit is essential for creation and sustenance of self- 
employment initiative. A target of 40% of net bank credit for 
priority sector lending has been fixed for domestic banks. The 
priority sector includes, inter alia, agricultural loans, loan to small- 
scale industries & small business, loans to retail trade, professional 
and self-employed persons, education loans, housing loans and 
micro-credit. It will be ensured that an appropriate percentage of 
the priority sector lending in all categories is targeted for the 
minority communities. 

(10) Recruitment to State and Central Services 

In the recruitment of police personnel. State Governments will be 
advised to give special consideration to minorities. Eor this 
purpose, the composition of selection committees should be 
representative. 

The Central Government will take similar action in the 
recruitment of personnel to the Central police forces. 

Large scale employment opportunities are provided by the 
Railways, nationalized banks and public sector enterprises. In these 
cases also, the concerned departments will ensure that special 
consideration is given to recruitment from minority communities. 

An exclusive scheme will be launched for candidates belonging 
to minority communities to provide coaching in Government 
institutions as well as private coaching institutes with credibility. 

(C) IMPROVING THE CONDITIONS OF LIVING OE 
MINORITIES 

(11) Equitable share in rural housing scheme 

The Indira Awaas Yojna (lAY) provides financial assistance for 
shelter to the rural poor living below the poverty line. A certain 
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percentage of the physical and financial targets under lAY will be 
earmarked for poor beneficiaries from minority communities living 
in rural areas. 

(12) Improvement in condition of slums inhabited by minority 
communities 

Under the schemes of Integrated Housing & Slum Development 
Programme (IHSDP) and Jawaharlal Nehru Urban Renewal 
Mission (JNURM), the Central Government provides assistance to 
States/UTs for development of urban slums through provision of 
physical amenities and basic services. It would be ensured that the 
benefits of these programmes flow equitable to members of the 
minority communities and to cities/slums, predominantly inhabited 
by minority communities. 

(D) PREVENTION & CONTROE OE COMMUNAE RIOTS 

(13) Prevention of communal incidents 

In the areas, which have been identified as communally sensitive 
and riot prone districts and police officials of the highest known 
efficiency, impartiality and secular record must be posted. In such 
areas and even elsewhere, the prevention of communal tension 
should be one of the primary duties of the district magistrate and 
superintendent of police. Their performance in this regard should 
be an important factor in determining their promotion prospects. 

(14) Prosecution for communal offences 

Severe action should be taken against all those who incite 
communal tension or take part in violence. Special court or courts 
specifically earmarked to try communal offences should be set up 
so that offenders are brought to book speedily. 

(15) Rehabilitation of victims of communal riots 

Victims of communal riots should be given immediate relief and 
provided prompt and adequate financial assistance for their 
rehabilitation.

SCHEME OE POST-MATRIC SCHOEARSHIP EOR 
MINORITY STUDENTS 

1. BACKGROUND 

The Prime Minister’s New 15-Point Programme for the Welfare of 
Minorities was announced in June, 2006. It provides that a post- 
matric scholarship scheme for meritorious students from minority 
communities would be implemented. 

2. OBJECTIVE 

The objective of the scheme is to award scholarships to meritorious 
students belonging to economically weaker sections of minority 
community so as to provide them better opportunities for higher 
education, increase their rate of attainment in higher education and 
enhance their employability. 

3. SCOPE 

The scholarship is to be awarded for studies in India in a 
government or private higher secondary school/college/university, 
including such residential institutes of the Government and eligible 
private institutes selected and notified in a transparent manner by 
the State Government/Union Territory Administration concerned. 
It will also cover technical and vocational courses in Industrial 
Training Institutes/ Industrial Training Centres affiliated with the 
National Council for Vocational Training (NCVT) of classes XI 
and XII level. 

4. ELIGIBILITY 

Scholarship will be awarded to the students who have secured not 
less than 50% marks or equivalent grade in the previous final 
examination and the annual income of whose parents/guardian 
from all sources does not exceed Rs.2 lakh. 

5. DISTRIBUTION 

Muslim, Christian, Sikh, Buddhist, Jain and Zoroastrians (Parsis) 
have been notified as minority communities under Section 2 (c) of 
the National Commission for Minorities Act, 1992. The 
distribution of scholarship among the States/Union Territories will 
be made on the basis of population of the above notified minorities 
in the States/Union Territories of Census 2001. 

6. EARMARKING EOR GIRL STUDENTS 
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30% of scholarship will be earmarked for girl students. In case 
sufficient number of eligible girl students are not available, then the 
balance earmarked scholarships may be awarded to eligible boy 
students. 

7. SELECTION PROCEDURE 

Unlike scholarship for SC and ST, there are a fixed number of 
scholarships for minorities is small and limited. Students from BPL 
families, having the lowest income shall be given preference in the 
ascending order. The renewal applications would be fully 
exhausted before the new applications are considered. 

8. DURATION 

Scholarship will be provided for the entire course. However, 
maintenance allowance will be given for a period not exceeding 10 
months only in an academic year. 

9. RATE OE SCHOLARSHIP

10. IMPLEMENTING AGENCIES 

The scheme will be implemented through the State Government/ 
Union Territory Administration. 

11. CONDITIONS EOR SCHOLARSHIPS 

(i) Scholarship will be awarded to the students who have 

secured not less than 50% marks or equivalent grade in the 
previous final examination and the annual income of 
whose parents/guardian from all sources does not exceed 
Rs.2.00 lakh. Unlike scholarship for SC and ST, there are a 
fixed number of scholarships for minorities and hence 
preference for selection has been laid down. Students from 
BPL families, having the lowest income shall be given 
preference in the ascending order. The renewal 
applications would be fully exhausted before the new 
applications are considered. 
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(ii) The award will be discontinued if a student fails to secure 
50% marks or equivalent grade in the previous final 
examination. Scholarship will not be awarded for more 
than the normal period of time taken to obtain 
certificate/degree/M. Phil degree/Doctorate degree. 

(hi) Scholarships will not be given to more than two students 
in a family. 

(iv) The students should be regular in attendance for which the 
yardstick will be decided by the competent authority of the 
school/college/university. 

(v) Migration of students from one Institution to another 
would not normally be allowed during the course of the 
academic year except under exceptional circumstances and 
in the interest of the student’s academic career. 

(vi) If a student violates any other term and condition of the 
scholarship, the scholarship may be suspended or 
cancelled. The State Government/Union Territory 
Administration can also directly cancel the award if duly 
satisfied of the reasons of violation of these regulations 
governing the scheme. 

(vii) If a student is found to have obtained a scholarship by false 

statement/certificates, his/her scholarship will be cancelled 
forthwith and the amount of the scholarship paid shall be 
recovered, at the discretion of the concerned State 
Government/Union Territory Administration. 

(viii) Course fee/tuition fee and maintenance allowance will be 
credited directly to the students’ bank account. 

(ix) The State Government/Union Territory Administration 
will maintain a separate account and records relating to 
the funds received from the Ministry and they will be 
subjected to inspection by the officers of the Ministry or 
any other agency designated by the Ministry. 

(x) The student obtaining benefits under this scholarship 
scheme shall not be allowed to avail of benefits under any 
other scholarship scheme implemented by State 
Government/UT Administration, for the same purpose. 

(xi) The State Government/ Union Territory Administration 
shall constitute a Committee of the departments 
implementing such scholarship schemes to ensure that the 
students from the minority community, who may also 
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belong to SC/ST/OBC category, does not avail scholarship 
from other sources for the same purpose and avail only 
from one source. 

(xii) The fund for distribution of scholarships in subsequent 
years will be released after receiving the utilization 
certificate for the previous year. 

(xiii) The scheme will be evaluated at regular intervals by the 
Ministry or any other agency designated by the Ministry 
and the cost of the evaluation study will be borne by the 
Ministry under the provision of the scheme. 

(xiv) The State/Union Territory shall place all relevant details 
of financial and physical achievements on their website. 

(xv) The regulations can be changed at any time at the 
discretion of the Government of India. 

(xvi) The concerned State Government/Union Territory 
Administration will be responsible for processing and 
scrutinizing the applications submitted by the students (as 
per the work flow opted) and send the proposal of eligible 
students online to this Ministry for sanction of the 
scholarships as per timelines. 

12. ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 

As the magnitude of data to be entered and processed would be 
enormous as the scheme gets implemented over the years, there 
would be a need to engage qualified skilled personnel right from 
the beginning to ensure that the data based computerised systems 
are operational. Qualified skilled personnel possessing requisite 
expertise to operate computer programme designed for this 
purpose, enter, process, analyse, monitor, retrieve and transfer 
data should be engaged on contract basis as per need. Data 
provided by the States/Union Territories will be maintained and 
managed by the Ministry with personnel of similar expertise to be 
engaged on contract basis. 

A provision not exceeding 2% of the total budget will be made 
to meet the administrative and allied costs viz. expenditure of the 
States/Union Territories and the Ministry for office equipments 
including computers and accessories, furniture, printing of 
application forms, advertisements, engagement of personnel, etc. 
This provision will also be used for evaluation and monitoring of 
the scheme, through outside reputed institutions/agencies engaged 
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by the Ministry of Minority Affairs, Government of India and the 
State Governments/Union Territory Administrations. 

13. RENEWAL OE SCHOLARSHIP 

The scholarship, once awarded, may be renewed during the next 
academic year of the course on the production of certificate that 
the student has secured 50% marks in the examination. 

14. ANNOUNCEMENT OE SCHEME 

The scheme will be announced by the concerned State 
Government/Union Territory Administration well in time, through 
advertisements in the leading language newspapers and local dailies 
and by using other suitable publicity media. 

16. PATTERN OE EINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 

100% funding will be given by the Central Government to the State 
Government/Union Territory Administration. 

17. MONITORING & TRANSPARENCY 

The State/Union Territories implementing the scheme shall 
monitor the financial and physical performance of the scheme at 
the State/Union Territory level. Eor this purpose, an IT enabled 
monitoring mechanism shall be in place. The State/Union Territory 
will be required to furnish quarterly financial and physical progress 
of the students receiving scholarships, indicating 
school/college/institute, location of school/college/institute, 
government or private, class, gender and new or renewal.

Coaching and allied assistance for weaker sections including 
SC/OBC/Minorities 

The scheme aims at assisting students to weaker sections, SGs, 
OBGs and Minorities by way of special coaching for admission 
into institutions imparting technical, vocational courses such as 
engineering, medical, agricultural, management, information 
technology, and service 

related courses both in public and private sectors. Recruitment to 
services under Group “A” and “B” under the Center and State 
Government, public sector undertakings, banks, as well as private 
sector. 

Implementing Agency: Institutions of repute, both public and 
private which are running coaching courses and have achieved 
distinctions during the preceding three years, in terms of success 
rate of candidates coached by such organizations will be eligible for 
assistance under the scheme. 

Terms & conditions 

1. Students should be selected based on merit. 

2. Only students belonging to Scheduled Castes, OBGs and 
Minorities having family income of Rs.l lakh per annum 
will be eligible for assistance. 

3. Assistance under the scheme can be availed by a particular 
student not more than two times, irrespective of the no. of 
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chances, he/she may be entitled to in a particular 
competitive examination. 

4. In case, where examination is conducted in two stages (i.e. 
preliminary and main) candidates will be allowed to take 
coaching of the preliminary as well as main examination in 
each time, but coaching for main examination will be 
available only to those, who have cleared preliminary 
examination. 

Students, covered under the scheme, shall have to attend all classes. 
In the event of any student, remaining absent for more than 15 days 
without any valid reason, assistance to him/her shall be 
discontinued and another student shall be taken in his/her place.
